AVE you a lot of little dupli- 
cates lying around and clutter- 
ing up otherwise usable space? 
Duplicates that you can’t seem 

to trade off and yet don’t want to throw 
away? Harken, then, and I'll tell you 
how you might possibly cull major and 
minor varieties out of some of them. 

Those duplicates to which I have ref- 
erence are the 1d Georgian stamps of 
the Australian Commonwealth. All Brit 
ish colony collectors probably have 
scads of them; but, if you do not happen 
to be one of the lucky ones, you can 
buy them by the hundreds of copies, 
and cheaply. 

The accompanying composite illustra- 
tion will serve to illustrate a number of 
prominent plate varieties, some of which 
enhance the value of the stamps con- 
siderably. 

One of the most noticeable is ‘flaw on 
neck,” or a white spot beneath the bust 
of George. This variety can be found 
on all the 1d printings save those on 
Multiple Crown C of A paper. Its 
appearance on Scott’s #53 results in its 
taking a 1000 per cent jump in value. 
The nick in the base line, below the N 
of ONE, called a “secret mark,” was 
made by Printer J. B. Cooke as an iden- 
tification mark for the plate from which 
that stamp comes. It also can be found 
on all printings but the 1931-32. 

he white spot to the right of PEN- 
NY, called “ferns” (and your guess is 
as good as mine as to why), and the 
joining, at the foot, of the R and A in 
AUSTRALIA, were characteristic of the 
left pane of the lower plate. The “RA 
joined” variety on Scott #82, perforated 
137 x 12%, boosts its value to $3 used. 
This flaw was retouched on Scott #114 
and results in a malformation of the two 
letters. 

A plate flaw which first appeared in 
September, 1915, and can be found in all 
the 1d issues, consists of a white line 
joining the letters N and Y of PENNY. 
That it is of frequent occurrence is evi- 
dent by the fact that the variety com- 
mands a value only double that of the 
unflawed specimen. 

A very scarce plate variety—not illus- 


trated—is found only on the 1d reds with

#20) and consists of a broken last N in 
PENNY, thus making the word appear 
as if it were spelled PENAVY. There is 
also a stop, or colorless spot, after the 
words of value and a white patch resem- 
bling an arrow to the right of that. This 
one catalogues close to 100 shillings or 
20 bucks. Another nifty little item 
which is not often run across, is the face 
making kangaroo or “roo’s tongue out.” 
Officially, it is described as a_ white 
mark extending from the kangaroo’s 
muzzle (see illustration). 

Copies with top of crown missing, as 
illustrated; or with the top of the crown 


broken; with ragged top frame line; 
and with a very thin frame line at 
right or left, are very common. Stamps 


with extra frame lines, irrespective of 
denomination, are, roughly, twice the 
value of the same stamp without them. 
By extra frame lines are meant the col- 
ored lines often found running parallel 
to one or more of the frame lines. Some 
stamps have been found with extra frame 
lines on all four sides. 

The blossoms in the upper corners of 
the Georgian issues are found on a shrub 
called the wattle. An almost horizontal 
scratch or cut can often be found run- 





ning through the second blossom from 
the top. The Aussies have the ducky 
idea of calling this variety a “wattle 
line.” 

And a final variety, but by no means 
the end of the critters, is a retouched 
US of AUSTRALIA. It can be found 
only on Scott’s #20c. Through wear, 
the letters US developed a thin and un- 
even appearance. Before this defect was 
noticd, a large white flaw appeared 
above these letters, particularly above 
the S. This latter flaw, developing late 
in the printing from this scarce die 
(Scott DIE II), was retouched a short 
while before printing ceased. The re- 
ouch consists of a thin top stroke to 
the S, a rather thick and uneven oval 
line above the letters, and a_ blotchy 
appearance in the lines of shading above 
that. All three stages of the above 
variety are rare. 

As a piece de resistance, I might men- 
tion that the 1d reds on single water- 
mark paper were printed on both rough 
and smooth paper (unsurfaced and sur- 
faced), and that the above mentioned 
varieties are found on both papers. Con- 
sequently, the number of plate flaws 
that can be found are doubled. And of 
course, the spur in the left shield, as per 
illustration, identifies Scott’s DIE Ia. 

Should you go into this “variety- 
seeking-out” business in a serious way, 
and run across any varieties other than 
listed (and you will) the editor of Linn’s 
Magazine or myself will be glad to 
attempt identification of them and other- 
wise give the lowdown. 

The peculiarly shaped L of AUS- 
TRALIA, and the joined GE of POST- 
AGE, as shown in the composite illus- 
tration, are found on the 2d _ brown 
orange Georgians. Before the retouch- 
ing, Australia appeared as if it were 
spelled AUSTRAZIA—another variety 
to look for.

ice has come within $900,000 of paying 
its own way. In fact, he further indi- 
cated that the margin may be even closer 
by the end of the year. 

Airmail expenditures will be increased 
by the Post Office Department from the 
1937 total of $12,984,000 to about $15,- 
000,000, and from all indications, accord- 
ing to the second assistant postmaster 
general actual revenues to the depart 
ment may possibly exceed this total. 

The amount of airmail flown by do- 
mestic airlines has grown from a total of 
6,741,000 pounds during 1933 to an esti- 
mated total of 20,000,000 during the 
fiscal year just closed. 

It is the plan of the P. O. Department, 
Branch said, to ask congress for addi- 
tional funds each year to establish “feed- 
er” or minor routes throughout the na- 
tion to hook on to the primary routes 
thus establishing a complete network of 
airmail service in the smaller com- 
munities. 

It is interesting to note that the cost 
to the government of foreign airmail in 
1933 was $6,948,188 and the revenue de- 
rived amounted to $1,276,250. During 
the last fiscal year the cost was $7,867,- 
756 and the revenue $3,921,056. 

Trans-Pacific has been far less costly 
than was originally estimated, Branch 
said (thanks to philately). It cost $1,- 
600,000 while its derivative revenue has 
amounted to $500,000. 

If trans-Atlantic service is established 
on a contract basis, Branch explains, a 
monopoly would be created in favor of 
Pan-American Airways, which is now 
the only American line capable of op- 
erating across the Atlantic. Therefore, 
on a straight poundage, non contract 
basis, any company is free to set up and 
to operate an organization at any time 
and qualify as a mail carrier.

Editex’s Comment 


OUR HOPES IN The retail 
THE STAMP DEALER price of cer- 
tain Spanish 
commemorative stamps has_ broken 
sharply in the last few years and today 
it is possible to purchase the complete 
Goya set for less than 50 cents. We re- 
call that this set once sold for ten times 
that price. No doubt there has been 
considerable speculation as to the cause 
of this collapse which snatched dollars 
from the pockets of thousands of col- 
lectors. We sympathize with these col- 
lectors but to tell them now that they 
purchased something which had a most 
unsavory background is not going to help 
a great deal unless it should convince a 
few that they should buy with caution 
the stamps of those countries which 
frankly are capitalizing on the hobby. 
We will use the Goya stamps as a typ- 
ical example of what the years can be 
expected to do for speculative issues. 
They often make an appearance at a

high price and sell rapidly because of 
their beauty or some other attractive 
feature. Slowly they begin to lose value 
as the market becomes saturated and in 
the end the unfortunate buyers find 
themselves in possession of a few bits 
of paper that are virtually worthless. 
If reprinting enters into the picture— 
well, it’s a sad story. 

The Goya commemorative issue ap- 
peared in 1930 on the heels of a high 
pressure propaganda campaign that in- 
cluded the advance distribution of sam- 
ple sets to virtually every important 
newspaper in the world. The publicity 
men behind this venture knew their 
public. The nudes alone assured them 
of newspaper comment and that was the 
thing that was needed to create an inter- 
national demand. 

It was stated that the greatest number 
of any stamp in the set would be 113,000 
and that number would be confined to 
the three low values. Of the 1p nude 
(given away with approvals for years) 
there was to be but 10,500 copies. The 
scarcest stamp of the set was to be the 
10p nude for which the printing was to 
be 9,800. Collectors thereby were led to 
believe that not more than 9,800 com- 
plete sets would be available to satisfy 
the clamor from the four corners of the 
earth. 

We do not say that a greater number 
of Goya stamps were produced AT 
THAT TIME but there can be no doubt 
that the promoters deliberately misled 
collectors when they advanced those 
figures. One need not be overly smart 
to surmise that the Goya plates have 
had little rest during the intervening 
years nor to be astonished at persistent 
rumors those plates are in New York 
City and have been used recently to 
produce more sets. 

So far as we can see there is no power 
that can interfere with perpetual produc- 
tion of these stamps. Looking backward 
through the years we find that the Span- 
ish government of 1930 “sold out” to the 
Goya and other flashy commemorative 
promoters. In other words, the pro- 
moters (who, we understand, were stamp 
dealers) produced the stamps from their 
privately owned plates and in return for 
the nod of official approval placed a 
small quantity of the Goyas in Spanish 
post offices to be sold to the public. 
When these few stamps were gone, the 
post office department pocketed the pro- 
ceeds and forgot about the issue. Not 
so the plate owners. 

The fact they gave a few stamps to 
the Spanish government might be re- 
garded as a gesture of patriotism or gen- 
erosity or good business. But such a 
gift did not give the government the 
right to say yes or no about further 
printings. 

Those stamps which passed through 
the Spanish post office back in 1930 
might properly be regarded as postage 
stamps. Any other copy has no more 
postal standing than a Christmas seal. 
And the comparison stops right there. 

One of the problems confronting the 
leaders of the hobby today is this matter 
of parasites—men who are willing, if not 
eager, to wreck a wholesome recreation 
in order to fill their pockets with dollars. 
We can expect little if any help with the 
problem from national governments

which much, it seems, be managed by 
men of political ambitions who measure 
the success of an administration by the 
extent of the income. They are not 
interested in hobbies. 

We cannot expect the collector to stop 
buying speculative stamps, either. As a 
rule the collector does not learn the facts 
about new issues until weeks or even 
months after he has made his purchases. 
Beginning collectors cannot be expected 
to know the background of previous 
speculative issues and the philatelic 
magazines cannot repeat over and over 
the smut that stinks up the corners of 
the hobby. 

It remains for the retail dealers to 
place the brakes on an insidious cam- 
paign to exploit the collector and thereby 
eventually wreck the retail business in 
postage stamps. The stamp dealer should 
buy wisely. He should be a subscriber 
to foreign stamp publications as well as 
those published in America in order to 
maintain an up to date knowledge of 
the foreign field. He would do well to 
inform his customers that he is not in 
the business of loading their collections 
with material he feels is not legitimate. 
Any dealer with the courage to take 
such a stand will earn the respect of 
those who buy from him and in the 
long run will come out far ahead of his 
less scrupulous competitor who believes 
that tomorrow will take care of itself.

NEW POLICY 


Henceforth, this column will chronicle ONLY 
stamps that have ACTUALLY been issued. 
The rapid increase in new issues the world 
over will not permit the announcing of new 
issues in advance of their appearance as our 
space is limited. Our readers have probably 
noted that of recent months we have been 
somewhat late in noting the actual appear- 
ance of new stamps and this has been due to 
the fact that other notes have crowded out 
this information. It shall be our policy to 
continue to chronicle the appearance of any 
new stamps just as soon as authentic informa- 
tion or the stamps themselves are received by 
us. We shall endeavor to give you, as always, 
the correct information and as early as pos- 
sible. Advance information on forthcoming 
new issues, of sufficient interest, will be car- 
ried as a news item in the news columns of 
Linn’s. We believe that our readers will agree 
with this change in our policy and that such 
a change will eventually work for the bene- 
fit of our readers in that they may clip our 
column and use it as an addition to their 
stamp catalog. 


SYRIA—New Air Post Stamps. Like Leb- 
anon, there will be a set of eight values 
showing the Lebano-Syrian building in the 
Paris 1937 Exhibition, to be issued for Syria. 
Fhirty thousand each of the first five values 
1), 1, 2, 3 and 5 piasters—will be issued and 
15,000 each of the 10, 15 and 25 piasters, 
thus making only 15,000 complete sets. They 
will be sold in complete sets or in short sets 
of five values. The face value is 61.5 piasters, 
or around 55c. 


New Postage and Air Post. Syria has had 
printed in Egypt a set of four stamps, three 
for ordinary postage and one for airmail (10p) 
to commemorate the Franco-Syrian treaty. 
The stamps will go on sale as soon as the 
treaty is ratified by the French chamber. 
There will be 20,000 complete sets and larger 
quantities of the lower values.

1,600 Subject Sheets 


During printing of the offset 2-cent 
stamps of the 1908 series it was decided 
to step up production by using larger 
plates and the consequence was the ap- 
pearance of sheets containing 800 and 
1,600 stamps. These were cut up im. 
mediately into regulation 400-subject 
sheets and then perforated. It is impos- 
sible to identify these unusual printings 
save by the plate numbers. 


According to The United States Post. 
age Stamps of the 20th Century, re. 
vised edition of Vol. 1, the 800-subject 
plates were made up of two complete 
400-subject plates one above the other 
with space between them for margins, 
and the 1,600-subject plates were made 
up of four of the ordinary size plates 
arranged in a square with margins be- 
tween. 


The 800-subject plates bore the fol- 
lowing numbers and produced what is 
known as Type VI of this series: 11661 
to 11670; 11688, 11690 to 11692, 11706, 
11717, 11818 to 11820. These 800- 
subject plates produced Type VII: 12157

12205, 12219 to 12228, 12239 to 12248, 
12256 to 12260, 12263 to 12265, 12291 to 
12299, 12326 to 12336, 12338, 12347 to 
12353, 12393, 12394, 12396 to 12399, 
12402 to 12413, 12415 to 12417, 12729, 
12730, 12732 to 12736, 12797 to 12799,

The New York Sun, in a cable from 
London, reports the terrific demand for 
Coronations, more being sold by far than 
the Jubilees at the early stages. It 
mentions the U. S. demand for these sets 
and that a dealer here had orders for 
2,000 sets. Imagine the labor of tearing 
up that amount of sets. Speculators in 
London are buying up dominions and we 
look for the same thing to happen soon 
in New York. 





Some dealers here were assured of do- 
minion sets to fill existing orders, but 
have been informed in some cases by 
their agents that they can deliver but 20 
per cent of orders. This is “gumming” 
up the works and deliveries up to 20 
per cent have only been made to date in 
some instances. 


Used complete sets of Coronations are 
in steady demand here with supplies 
very slim as yet. Prices are running 
from two to three times face at present 
for some of them. We expect odd val- 
ues will come into their own as did the 
Jubilees in used condition. 


One of the largest philatelic buildings 
in New York had quite some excitement 
in it. It seems that the heat was so ter- 
rific one day that a heavy block of orna- 
mental granite trim above a fifth floor 
window at 87 Nassau street became loos- 
ened and was in danger of falling to the 
sidewalk. This had to be shored up and 
there was quite some danger for a time. 


First First Day Cover 


Dr. F. Earle Hall of Winchendon, 
Mass., not only has a first day Corona- 
tion cover from South Africa but he has 
the first first day envelope that passed 
through the canceling machine at the 
general post office in Johannesburg. Doc- 
tor Hall has a friend who is a clerk in 
the office and that explains everything. 
The cover is postmarked 8:30 a. m. 


Rhodesia Sale 


Approximately 32,000 shilling sets of 
Southern Rhodesia Coronations were 
sold at the post office in Salisbury on 


Coronation day during the two hours 
the office was open. The office opened 
at 9 o’clock in the morning and a queue 
a quarter mile long stretched away from 
the stamp window, according to a state- 
ment in The African World.

The Buffalo Stamp 


The next time you have an oppor. 
tunity to visit the United States Muse- 
um in Washington take a few minutes 
to look up the buffalo case and pay par. 
ticular attention to the big brute at the 
right of the little group. For that gen- 
tleman of the plains has gone more 
places and become better known to the 
public than any other American animal 
we know unless it might be the cousin 
of this fellow that has been traveling 
around on nickels these several years, 

Our current 30-cent postage stamp 
bears the likeness of the museum buf. 
falo, a photograph serving as a model 
for the artist, C. A. Huston. E. M. 
Hall and L. S. Schofield engraved the 
die. 

The 30-cent adhesive has been in cir. 
culation since March 20, 1923, and so is 
common enough that an intensive study 
of this stamp can be managed for a 
very small investment. 

Max Johl tells us in his invaluable 
“United States Postage Stamps of the 
20th Century” that no fewer than 339,- 
000,000 of these stamps had been issued 
up to 1935 in addition to some 20,000,- 
000 precancels, yet the number of out- 
standing plate varieties is exceptionally 
small. Even in the philatelic press col- 
umns conducted by Mr. Johl and by 
George B. Sloane in which innumer- 
able minor varieties are reported little 
has been written about the 30-cent de- 
nomination of the current issue. The 
conclusion can be only that the en- 
gravers and printers have done remark- 
ably well by the buffalo or else little 
attention has been paid the stamp by 
the specialists. 

Mr. Johl notes a marked shifted 
transfer on the perforated 11 variety. 
This shift is to the left side. There is 
a double transfer on stamp No. 52, up- 
per right pane of plate No. 16065. The 
downward doubling is pronounced on 
the right side. A flaw is noted on four 
stamps of the upper right pane of plate 
No. 17446. On Stamp No. 2 it is a 
dark gash in the right numeral of value; 
on stamp No. 3 it has shifted to a point 
between the value circle and the § of 
CENTS; on No. 5 it is crossing the T 
and S of CENTS and on No. 6 it is 
partly in the value circle and touching 
the lower frame line of the design. Mr. 
Johl attributes the flaw to a foreign 
substance which adhered temporarily to 
the transfer roll. 

On the second perforation stamp, Mr. 
Johl lists but one variety of sufficient 
importance to be recorded. This is a 
plate flaw on stamp No. 30, upper right 
pane, Plate No. 20552. A jagged line 
of color, possibly a plate crack, extends 
across the upper left part of the vign- 
ette, starting below the E of UNITED 
and ending at the A of STATES. 


In our recent review of the revised 
edition of Luff’s history of United States 
postage stamps we did not state the 
price of the first section of this new book 
which is devoted to the postmasters’ pro- 
visionals. The section is priced at $2. 


The balance of the book is scheduled to 
appear in one volume. 
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
